PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Notified  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlet 
Fever  were  143,  14  and  43  respectively.  This  exceeded  the 
previous  year's  notifications  for  these  diseases  by  39,  6 and 
29. 


There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria 
notified  during  the  year,  and  there  have  been  no  deaths  from 
Diphtheria  since  1945. 

With  regard  to  Scarlet  Fever,  of  the  43  cases  reported 
only  one  case  was  removed  to  hospital,  the  remaining  42  being 
nursed  at  home.

WATER  SUPPLY; 

The  Ashton,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Water  Board 
undertake  the  supply  of  water  to  the  district  and  during  the  year,  * 
despite  the  very  dry  summer,  a plentiful  supply  was  maintained,  and 
I feel  that  the  Water  Undertaking,  the  Engineer  and  all  its  Officers 
should  he  complimented  on  their  efforts  during  this  very  difficult 
period. 

During  the  drought  period,  a constant  watch  was  kept  on  the 
water  supplied  to  the  district,  and  first  samples  were  below  standard, 
but  after  discussion  with  the  Water  Engineer  an  excellent  improvement 
was  made  and  maintained.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE: 

The  main  sewers  for  the  district  range  from  nine  to  thirty- 
six  inches  in  diameter,  and  convey  the  sewage  of  the  district  to  the 
Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Board’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works , 
which  is  situated  in  Dukinfield.  This  is  with  the  exception  of 
a small  portion  of  the  district  near  to  the  Manchester/Droylsden/ 
Audenshaw  boundary,  which  is  connected  to  the  Manchester  C.B.C. 
main  sewerage  system. 

There  is  a small  housing  estate  of  43  houses,  and  an 
industrial  estate,  which  are  situated  on  low  lying  ground  and  have 
to  be  dealt  with  by  means  of  sewage  pumps  which  are  in  private 
ownership.  Much  trouble  and  inconvenience  has  been ' experienced  by 
the  tenants  occupying  the  houses  at  the  lowest  point,  due  to  the 
sewage  pump  failing  to  operate.  It  is  hoped  that  an  improvement 
can  be  effected  in  the  near  future.

One  at  an  isolated  farm-house  not  within  easy 
reach  of  the  sewer.

One  at  business  premises  on  low  lying  ground. 


During  the  year  there  were  56  conversions  of  waste-water 
closets  to  modem  flush-down  closets.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  Council's  policy  of  paying  £10  towards  the  cost  of  conversion, 
is  inducing  more  and  more  owners  of  property  to  convert  these 
tippler  toilets . 

During  the  year,  the • Council  agreed  to  increase  the  number 
of  grants  from  50  to  100  and,  whilst  only  56  are  shown  as  having 
been  converted  during  the  year  under  review.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  additional  conversions  will  be  shown  in  next 
year's  report,  as  they  were  converted  after  31st  December,  1959.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


The  Department  continued  to  tip  at  the  quarry  of  Messrs. 

J.  & A.  Jackson  Ltd.,  which  is  situated  in  the  Guide  Lane  area  of 
the  district.  The  aim  of  the  Department  is  to  fill  in  as  rapidly 
as  possible  the  large  areas  which  are  under  water,  and  so  remove  a 
hazard  to  children.  The  tipping  is  being- done  in  such  a manner  as 
to  push  the  water  towards  an  electric  pump,  which  is  being  used  to 
pump  away  the  water. 

Two  tip  attendants  are  employed  for  the  purpose  of 
controlling  the  tip  and  disposing  of  the  refuse. 

The  tip  was  also  treated  several  times  during  the  year  for 
the  control  of  pests. 


SALVAGE. 


The  Department  continued  to  salvage  discarded  materials 
from  household  refuse.  Paper,  cardboard  cartons,  textiles  (rags 
and  sacking),  bottles  and  metals  are  collected  and  after  delivery 
to  our  York  Street  Depot  are  sorted  and  sold.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


The  Council’s  first  Smoke  Control  Area  came  into  force  on 
the  1st  January,  1959. 

During  the  year  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  in  the 
area,  with  a view  to  ascertaining  just  how  far  the  order' is  being 
complied  with.  Many  residents  are  using  smokeless  fuel,  but  I 
must  agree  that  many  are  not. 

The  cases  where  non-compliance  have  been  found  warnings 
have  been  given  that  the  Council  will  take  stronger  action  after 
repeated  warnings. 

Many  of  the  people  who  are  using  smokeless  fuel,  in  some 
cases  coke,  v/ould  not  like  to  return  to  the  use  of  bituminous  coal, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  the  old  ideas  die  hard,  and  much  work  will 
have  to  be  done  in  this  direction. 

The  Minister  of  Fuel  and  Power  has  approved  in  principle 
the  Council's  second  Smoke  Control  Area,  and  it  is  hoped  to  proceed 
with  the  detailed  survey  and  inspection  in  due  course. 

With  regard  to  industry,  visits  and  observations  have  been 
made,  and  during  the  year  it  has  only  been  necessary  to  approach 
the  Management  of  one  factory. 

The  Local  Authority  continued  its  membership  of  the 
Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  and 
sulphur  dioxide  recordings  were  taken  by  means  of  a lead  peroxide 
cylinder  which  stands  in  Rye croft  Hall  grounds.  The  Committee 
have  decided  to  replace  their  lead  peroxide  cylinders  with, 
volumetric  instruments,  which  will  show  by  means  of  a stain  on  a 
filter  paper,  the  amount  of  pollution  in  the  atmosphere. 
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Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  - Joint  Scheme  No.  2. 
Estimation  of  sulphur-dioxide  expressed  in  milligrams .

ERADICATION  OF  INSECT  PESTS* 


Four  houses  wore  found  during;  the  year  to 'be  infested  with 
bed  bugs.  These  were  sprayed  with  D.D.T.  liquid,  and  later 
inspections  found  the  premises  in  satisfactory  condition.  Twelve 
houses  were  treated  for  the  eradication  of  cockroaches;  Gammexane 
powder  being  used  where  there  are  young  children  or  animals  in  the 
house,  but  wherever  possible  Sodium  fluoride  was  used. 

The  sale  of  disinfectant  to  members  of  the  public  was 
continued  at  cost  price,  plus  5 i*  establishment  charge. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 


Routine  inspection  and  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out, 
but  no  serious  infestation  was  found.  The  method  of  baiting  the 
Local  Authority's  sewers  was  changed  during  the  year,  at  the  request 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Rodent  Control 
Division. 


It  has  been  the  practice  to  deposit  the  bait  on  the  benching 
of  the  manholes.  The  new  method  is  to  place  the  bait  in  a muslin 
bag  and  suspend  it  in  the  manhole.  This  obviates  the  risk  of  the 
bait  being  washed  away  by  storm  water,  and  ensures  a permanent 
baiting  point.

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SCHOOLS 


There  are  within  the  district  seven  school  buildings  which 
provide  accommodation  for  eleven  schools,  each  acting  under  its  own 
Head  Teacher. 

All  schools,  with  the  exception  of  one  which  has  the  use  of 
a hired  building,  are  provided  with  hot  and  cold  water,  soap  and 
paper  towels.  • Hooley  Hill  County  Primary  School  is  not  provided 
with  hot  water,  but  has  cold  water,  soap  and  paper  towels. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  all  the  schools  was  found  to 
be  in  a reasonable  condition. 

There  are  three  school  kitchens  in  the  area,  and  these  are 
attached  to  the  Audenshaw  Grammar  School,  Aldwyn  County  School  and 
The  Hawthornes,  School  meals  are  taken  in  a large  dining  hall 
provided  at  reach  of  the  schools  mentioned,  but  at  the  other  schools 
in  the  area,  meals  are  delivered  in  insulated  containers  and  served 
in  the  classrooms.  The  meals  are  served -by  part-time  members  of 
the  Lancashire  County  School  Meals  Service,  and  the  standard  of 
hygiene  under  the  oonditions  existing  is  very  good. 

All  pupils  who  remain  at  school  for  lunch  are  supervised 
with  regard  to  washing  before  lunch,  by  a part-time  member  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Staff. 

Considering  that  there  are  no  proper  diningrooms  provided, 
and  that  the  meals  arc  delivered  to  the  premises,  I am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  school  meals  service  and  all  the  staffs  concerned  are  to  be 
commended. 


FACTORIES. 


Routine  inspections  were  made  at  factories  within  the 
district,  and  no  cases  of  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation  were 
found. 


The  main  causes  for  complaint  appeared  to  be  from  missing 
W.C.  seats;  broken  door  catches,  and  the  habit  of  workpeople  to 
close  the  ventilating  brick  with  paper. 

There  are  three  offensive  trades  in  the  district;  a fell- 
monger,  a leather-dresser  and  a tripe  boiler.  Trouble  was 
experienced  from  the  tripe  boiling  factory.  The  grease  trap  from  .*« 
the  factory  became  defective,  and  grease  escaped  into  the  sewer 
and  caused  a stoppage  of  the  drainage  system. 

Inspections  of  factory  premises  were  made  with  regard  to 
fire  certificates  under  the  Factories  Act.
